BEIRUT, Dec. 3 (Agencies) — Sea- 
borne Israeli troops liMcked by gunboats 
and helicopters fought a 90-minute battle 
with Palestinians soutii of Beirut before 
•(Uwn Wednesday and the Palestine Libera- 
tion Organizaiion reported two Palestinians 
and three I.ebanese were killed. Tbe attadt 
occurred on a five- mile (eight km) street 
Lebanon's cOestal bighmy 20 km soutii of 
Beirut between die Mediterranean town- 
ships of Oambur'and Sadfyab, said a 1^0 
communique., , 

The enmmiiniqiig said Palestinian filt- 
ers quickly jotted and. intercepted the 
Israeli landing at 0230 (0030 GMI) and 
engaged tbe enemy in fierce fi ghting at sev- 
eral points on the highway. 

Isradi helioapteis first intervened to sup- 
port the landingforce,” butasfierce combat 
progressed, Ae helicopters atten^ted to 
evacuate the tiuding par^,” according to 
the communique. 

” Intensty of tfaefighting, however, hand-

DAMASCUS,. Dec. 3 (AP) — Prince 
Abdullah arrived here Wednesday carrying 
Jordanian King Hussein's response to Syria's 
conditions for lessening tension that has 
resulted in troop concentrations on tiie 
Syria- Jordan border. 

The prince, head' of the Saudi Arabian 
National and IGng Khaled* s personal 

envoy, was reportedly canyi^ the Jordanian 
repose to two Syrian co^ itioos for ending 
the criris that b^an Nov. 20, shortly before 
Jordanian-hosted Arab summit that was 
bt^cotted by Syria. 

Jordan’s Infomation Minister meanwhfle 
denied King Hussein had accq»ted Syrian 
terms to end the border criss tetween the 
two states. Ihe minuter Adnan Abu Audeh, 
told the Associated Press Wednesday Syria 
has submitted no conditions and die Iriog has 
accepted none.” Jordanian (trials who did 
not wish to be identified had reported an 
easing of the crisis Tuesday night, following 
an acceptance of two main Synan terms by 
Hussein and a simultaneous initial 
Syrian troop withdrawal from the tense bor- 
der region. 

' - Abu Aud^ confirmed some Syrian tnx^s 
had pidled back from positioas they had 
taken up on die border in recent days. But 
this withdrawal he said was only to a perma- 
nent milhaiy camp at Dei*a, only eight 
kilometeis from the border. 

The Jordanian authorities were upset by 
tbe Tuesday m^i claim that King Hussein 
had accept^ the two Syrian terms: 

— A written promise by Jordan it will not 
support tbe outlawed activists in Syria who 
have waged a two year campaign against 
President Hafez Assad’s government 

-* Pl^e that Jordan will continue to reo- 
ogoize die Palestine liberation Oiganzzatioo 
as the sole representative oi the Palestinians, 
thus assauaging Syrian fears King Hussein 
was ready to sti^ out on his own widiout the 
PLO in exploring peace options with U.S. 
Preadent-elect Rou^d Reagan's administra- 
tion. 

, . “ Acceptance.of the. two Syrian conditions 
would signify that- we ac^t. the Syrian 
assumption that we are gitiliy of the false 
diaiges levelled against urf' Abu Audeh said. 

King Hussein has been strenuously deny- 
ing, the Syrian dsaiges that Jordan supports 
Muslim Brotiiexhood and that it intends to 
usi^ the FLO'S role. 

the kmg has also maintained that Jordan 
rea^nizes the PLO and has no intention of 
trying- a go-it-alone peace initiative like that 
undertal^ by Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. 

In Amman King Hussein confined himself 
' to restating Jordan’s position at his meeting 
Tuesday with Prince Abdullah. 

The sources indicated that the mediation 
initiative had in principle been well recced 
by the Wng and 1^ advisers, wboaie intent on 
ending the tenaon. 

A Saudi Arabian embas^ ^okesman also 
said that the results of Prince Abdullah' s visit 
had been “positive” but declined further 
commenL However he said that the prince 
would fly bade to Saudi Ar^na from J^unas- 
cus and not A'enim to Amman as previouriy 
announced.

OAPEC report 

Prolongeci Gulf war likely 


KUWAIT, Dec. 3 (R) - Arab oil- 
pFOdudng countries said the possibility of a 
prolonged Gulf war made a world oil crisis 
more likely and added that OPEC could not 
always make up for the shortages. The orgau- 
izatioQ of Arab Petroleum Eqionuig Coun- 
tries (OAPEC) accused Westeni oil import- 
ing countries of lacking appredadon for 
efforts by OPEC — the Organization of Pet- 
roleum Exporting Countries — to make up 
for present shortages. 

OPEC cannot afford to piay-ihe role of the 
residual producer at aU times, endangering by 


so doing some of the fiindamental Img-term 
interests of its own people, induding their 
own future need for existing reserves,” 
OAPEC said in an editorial in its monthly 
bulletin. 

Gulf oil exporting countries led by Saudi 
Arabia raised ouqiut on Sept. 22 to help 
compensate for ih e loss of almost four millioo 
barrels a day of crude from Iran and Iraq. 

“The possabSity of a prolonged war coin- 
ciding with the winter season has made a real 
oil criris more probable,” OAPEC added. 


QIC will try asain 

Efforts to end war unfruitful 


TUNIS, Dec. 3 . (AFP) — The “good 
offices” mission between Iran and Iraq by the 
Organization of tiie Islamic Conference 
Secretary-General Habib Chatti was 
“unfruitfuT, he said in an interview pub- 
lished Wednesday in the Tunisian daily La 
Presse. 

Chatti said he would try again as soon as be 
saw “a glimmer <rf hope for peace”, but 
added, “the Ir anians do not want to take the 
risk of negotiating as 1^ as Iraqi troops 
occupy part of their tenitofy.and tbe Iraqis 
want nothing more than to recover the Sbatt 
Al Arab waterway.” 


Chatti said three Islamic heads of state. 
King Hassan of Morocco, President Sekou 
Toure of Guinea and President Ziauhr Rah- 
man of Bangladesh, will jointly visit Paris, 
Bonn and London from Dec. 8 to 15 to 
explain the OIC viewpoint on various prob- 
lems to President Valery Giscard (fEsiaing, 
Chancellor Helmut SAmidt and Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatdier re^ectively. 

Chatti predicted .. that next year would be 
dedave 'for the Arab-lsraeli conflict. The 
deteriorating situation in the Middle East 
would oblige new United States President 
Ronald Reagan to modify Washington's pol- 
icy. 


Iraq pumps oil to Syriau outlet 


DAMASCUS, Dec. 3 (AP) — Iraq 
resumed pumping oil in tibe Medhenaaean 
pipeline tiirough Syria even though the two 
countries have broken relations as a result of 
the Oulf war, oSdals here said Tuesday. Tbe 
sources said the pipeline had been “ tested ” 
and 1 0,000 barr^ of Iraqi oude bad already 
emptied into the Syrian terminail at Banias in 
noilhem Syria. Ihe test resul ts were declared 
“ poative ” and tbe sources s^ pumping 
would'begja “ immediately. ” 

Altiiou^ squabbles between Syria and 
over tranrit fees forced the dosure of tiie 
pipeline in 1976, pumping was resumed in 
1979. It was interrupted again two weeks 
after tbe Iran-lraq warerupt^in S^tember. 


PunqiiDg through the northern pipeline into 
Turlroy was resumed two weelu ago at the 
rate of 400,000 barrels a day. 

The sources did not spedfy the quantity of 
oil to be pumped to Banias but past agree- 
ments between Syria and Iraq stipulate the 
pumping of 200,000 barreb a day. Part of the 
crude be used for Syria’s private con- 
sumption and the rest to be exported. Syria 
has been importing oil from Libya and Saudi 
Arabia since the stoppage of Iraqi oil-flow. 

Sources in the Syrian capital say the dedsion 
was “ economic and not political. ” Syria b 
expected to gain $ 1 2S million a year in transit 
fees as a result of the agreement.

The fund now is known as *' the indepen- 
dent Hnancial Gulf fund, " Other Gulf gov- 
ernments have pledged to pay into it. accord- 
ing to Prince Talal ibn Abdul Aziz, assistant 
secretary' general of the United Nations for 
the United Nations Intcniational Childrens 
Fund (UNICEF),

The Saudi delegate reiterated that tbe 
Palestinian ‘people have the right to set up 
their own independent states and partidpate 
in any negotiations under the leadership of 
the P^estine liberation OiganizatioiL, wbidi 
is tire sole legitimate tq>reseatative of the 
Palestinian people. He said that there will be 
DO real peace in the Middle East without full 
Zioiusi withdrawal from all the occupied 
Arab territories, induding Jerusalem, and 
without the Palestine people obtaining the 
right to self-determination.

Sudan official 
urges security 
along Red Sea 

JEDDAH, Dec. 3 (SPA) — Sudanese Vice 
Present Gen. Abdul Majed Khalil left at 
the conclusion of a short visit to Jeddah. 

He was seen off at ±e aiijMit by the Com- 
mander of die Western Pro^ce, Gen. Man- 
sour Al-Shuaibi; Chief of the Foreign Minis- 
try Protocol, Sheikh Salem Suobul; a rep- 
resentative from the Royal Protocol; and 
Sudanese Ambassador to Saudi Arabia, 
al-Fatd Bishara. 

Eariier in the day, Khalil was seen off in 
Riyadh by Mini ster of Defense and Aviation, 
Prince Sultan, and Sheikh Otiiman Al- 
Hamid, prince Sultan's assistant, as well as 
other dietaries. 

In a departure statement he said that his 
country was against the policy of axis and 
pacts and against foreigji intervention in 
Africa. He said “Like ali other countries, we 
beJieve that intervention is never in tire coun- 
tries' interest in anyway. It only serves the 
personal interest of the superpowers, both 
economically and politically." 

Khalil said the security of the Red Sea is 
not die responsibili^ of Sudan alone, but of 
all the countries bordering on the Red Sea. 
That area should remain away from pacts and 
alien presence. It should become a basin of 
securiQr and peace. 

The Sudanese c^dal said he regretted tbe 
war between Iraq and Iran and that his coun- 
try is leaving no stone unturned to halt the 
fitting and stop the bloodshed, which is in 
the interest odAer of the Arab, nor the 
Islamic worlds. 

Khalil said that the recent Arab s ummi t in 
Amman had appealed to bodi sides its final 
communique to solve their problems on the 
basis of ligitimate rights, covenants and 
treaties. It also said that efforts should be 
combined to stop the war while preserving 
sudi rights to both countries. .

Australian experts, particularly en^beeis. 
are leaving for Middle East delations — r 
mainly Saudi Arabia — in such numbers that 
the view is now being ' expressed that the 
exodus could slow the pace of resource 
development in Australia. 

In the coming decade Australia is expected 
to enjoy a bonanza in resource development 
in areas such as shale oil. natural gas, uranium 
and onerous other minerals. However, 
according to the aucboriiative weekly Busi - 
ness Review; “'The cream Of our* engineering 
talent is being lured by Middle Eastern coun- 
tries which must slow' the pace of our 
development." 

The newspaper reports that the 
Melbourne-based U.S.-owned company, 
Bechtel, Pacific,bas recruited ISOAustralian 

professionals for Saudi Arabian projects in 
the past 30 months and has a shoppii^ list for 
another SO. About 80 per cent of those being 
recruited are engineers. 

One of the reasons given for the recruiting 
drive in Australia is U.S. taxation laws. 

“Companies in the U.S. are fmdingtt hard 
to recruit American nationals for. Middle 
East jobs because of tougher U .S. tax laws,” 
Business Review reports. “The Americans are 
even taxed on flieir overseas perks such as 
free board and lodging. Some Americans 
have found their tax would be higher than 
their cash salary.'? 

To offset this. US companies may have .to 
pay an engineer three or four times fais nor- 
mal salary. Thus an Australian engin«»<»f on a 
lo^T tax sdaeme is a more economical prop- 
osition. Furthermore, the Austrafian Taxa- 
tion department in August changed the 
income tax '^tem to exenq>t gaTning s of 
Australian consultants working overseas on 
approved projects, uiduding those in the 
Kingdom. 

Bechtel Pacific is also reported reecuiting 
Austraiimi accounting. cost-engineeriDg and 
contract administration people for Saudi p^ 
jects. Most are being assigned to the mastive 
Jubail industrial city project. Of a total esti- 
mated workforce of S.OOO in Jubail, 1 ,200 are 
said to be Bechtel smff. The Riyadh Intetha- 
tional Airport project is the second big 
scheme luring Australians. Beditel issaid to 
have 400 staff there. 

But while Beditel is successful^ luring 
Australian professionals to the Kingdom, 
otiier contractors — such as Fluor Australia 
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— are wondering how they are going to staff 
their own commitments to projects here. 
Because of the expected massive exp^sion 
in the resources field there is concern that 
there wfl] not be enough local experts left to 
go around. 

• As one company spokesman said: "We 
have recruited no Australians for our Saudi 
projects. Quite the opposite, we're trying to 
keep all our Australians for our Australian 
projects like ±e Dampier-Peith pipeline and 
the Elura lead-zinc projects. 

"There will be so much work here, it will be 
hard to smff the jobs," the spokesman said. 
" We’re trying to attract Australians who are 
working overseas back to Australia, and 
attract back locals vriio have left the engioeer- 
ing industry " 

Projects of the parent company, Fluor 
U.S., hi the Kingdom indude the $5 billion 
gas program for Aiameo. 

WbOe Beditel has been success in 
attiaexing Australians abroad, they have to a 
degree been replaced by Beditel experts of 
other nationalities. However, according to 
Business Review, “the skill mix is differeot in 
the incoming and outgoing streams. Those 
going to Saudi Arabia are skilled field staff 
while tiiose coming here are younger design 
and backroom people.** 

The new^aper does not enrisage any 
immediate easing of the shortage of 
engineers in Auscolia. It suggests that “the 
tug of Saudi work vnh be pulling at Australian 
project professionals via U.S. recruiters 
throughout Che 1980s. Aramco alone is hav- 
ing to drum up, 1,500 careers for Saudi 
.^abia this year." 

But the new^aper does predict one poss- 
ible future development in the consuttam 
market. ..Australian recruitment for 
Australian resources projects in die King- 
dom.

PESHAWAR, Dec. 3 iOFNS) - 
Afghan nauonaii&ts based in Peshawar are 
regrouping in what looks like the most 
promising attempt so far to form a viable 
Afghan govemmem in exile. Nationalists 
sharing a viaon of an independent but secu- 
lar Af^anistan are coming closer together, 
while Muslim fundamentalist parties are 
losing ground. 

The most striking illustration of this trend 
comes from the border region of Wariris- 
tan, where the tribes have banned all thr^

The powerful Mahsud Wazir tribes of 
Pakistan maintain dose contacts with 
related tribes aaoss Ute border ia the bni- 
terly contested Afghan provinces of Pakh- 
tya and Ghazni. 

The tribesmen's order to the Hizb-i- 
Islami and Jamiat-i-lslami parties to dose 
down dl offices, amd to forbid fighters of 
these parties to cross through Waziristan 
territory into Afghanistan, is aserious blow 
to the prestige of Afghan fundamentalist 
p^es. 

‘ Among explanations for this sudden 
move is Afghan distaste for the tactics and 
the very aims of Hizb-i-Islami and its 34- 
year-oid leader. Gulbuddin Hekmatyar. 

For secular minded Afghans, the for 

unity is becoming painfully obvious, and tiie 
main secular influence is the head of the 
Afghan Liberation Front, SibghatuUah 
Mujaddedi. around whom a large number 
of former ministers have gathered. 

Mujaddedi recently made a forceful 
speech at the Suneri Mosque in Peshawar 
whidi made a strong impression on a large 
Afghan audience. He called for an end to 
bickering about leadership and said: “First 
we shall liberate Afghanistan, and only then 
will the question of leadership come up." 

There is optimism in Peshawar that dis- 
cussions between the secular groups will 
result in agreement by the end of the year to 
coordinate resistance inside Afghanistan, 
and to form an alternative govemmeat to 
Babrak KarmaTs. 


ANKARA, Dec. 3 (AP) — Five Ameri- 
cans serving Icmg jail terms io Turkey for drug 
smuggling oould be renirning to tiie United 
States in a few months to serve out their terms 
in American jails.

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CHINA’S PAST ON TRIAL 


China is now putting4ts past on trial. Between 19.6.6 
and 1 976 the Gang of Four effectively ruled a country of 
almost 900 million people. Now they stand suirounded 
by policemen, and are made to render accounts. 

For ten years, about 50 million Red Guards ruled 
China' s towns and villages, farms and factories, with an 
iron rod. Thousands of people lost their lives and mil- 
lions suffered severe persecution. Mao Tse-tung's cult 
reached epic proportions. Behind it all were the figures 
of the Gang of Four, who put into practice Mao' s teach- 
ings. 

The present trial in China raises stupendous ques- 
tions: Does present day China desire to exorcise the 
ghost of its almost deified leader? Is Mao' s posthumous 
reputation going to suffer the same fate as that of Stalin? 
and. if so, why is he not named as the fifth member of the 
Gang; why is he not shown as the real power behind 
them as they rampaged through the country? 

Observers seem to agree that this is indeed the ulti- 
mate aim of the present rulers in Peking, but that they 
Still judge such an outright attack too early. ITie trial is 
therefore a first step in a long campaign. China wants to 
divorce its past, and such a divorce, commentators say, 
caruiot but be painfully slow. To try Mao through the 
Gang of Four rather than directly would keep the pro- 
cess under control. 

While China's attempt at emerging from the shackles 
of its turbulent past cannot but be salutary, the fact 
remains that the country' s present is still far from secure. 
The country of almost a billion inhabitants now is still 
threatened by more upheavals, with all the chances these 
offer to extremists and adventurers.

Why the boat people risk their hyes 



HONG KONG — 
In the dark, raiiuoaked eariy hours of Nov. 5 a 
small, wooden, diesel powered boat nosed its way 
out of the Vietnamese fishing port of Vung T^u, 80 
miles southeast of Ho Qu Minh City (formerly 
Saigon) . Aboard were 85 nervous men. women and 
children who had ^nt months quietly plotting to 
escape their Communist homeland in the hope of 
establishing a new life of freedom in the West 
For three days they ploughed slowly through the 
choppy waters of the South China Sea toward 
Indonesia. It was then that a patrolling helicopter 
from the American destroyer USS Fmnds Ham - 
mood spotted the small b^t bobbing among the 
waves. The destroyer altered course to pick them up 
and took the refugees to safe^ in Che British crown 
colony of Hong Kong. 

One of those aboard was a mild-mannered South 
Vietnamese air force pilot, Nguyen The Tong, vk4io 
helped organize the escape. As he relished the 
pro^ct of a guar^teed new life in the United 
States, where he txmned as a pilot, he sud: ** I thii^ 
just about everybody in the south would like to get 
out, especially those who worked for the old gov- 
emmeni and can't find any work-^der the Viet . 
Cong.” " ■ 

There may be more chan a toudb of exaggeration 
to that statement But certainly, despite official 
efforts to halt the exodus, the flight of die Vietnam- 
ese boat people to landfall in South-East Asa is still 
continuing at an extraordinary rate, largely 
unootioed by the world.

LONDON — 

Britain's ailing newspaper industry is faring one 
of its gloomiest winters in living memory as rece^ 
son and t^pallii^ industrial relations threaten to 
kill more publications. The management of Times 
Newspapers, whidi published The TTnicx and the 
Smdqj Timas, has already warned its staff and 
readers that the papers YriU dose next March unless 
a new owner can be found. Britain's largest selling 
evening newspaper, the London Ewaaiag Nows, 
dosed at the end of October after 99 years of unin- 
terrupted publication because its owners could no 
longer afford the losses. 

RumorinFleetStreetis that worse is to come : no 
paper is immune from the troubles which seem to be 
en^fing the industry, yet no one so far seems to 
have found the answer. In theory, it should nOt be 
difficult — scrap the outdated printmg mariunery, 
lay (rff unproductive staff, wait until advertising 
revenue pidcs up after the reoession, and all vrill be 
well again. 

*11131 is the theory. In practice, if s not so easy. To 
instal new printing tedmiques sudt as computerized 
type-setting and photo-composition, agreements 
must be readied with the men who ace to operate 
the new equipment In Fleet Street, unlike ia die 
rest of the worid, this has proved all but imposable. 


After the Geoei^ conference in July 1979, the 
Vietnamese govenunent began f ulfilling its promise 
to damp down on the mflus exodus that resulted in 
peak of 205,000 boat people fleeing the op un try last 
year. According to Nguyen and others in his paiQ/, 
the governnMnt is now jailing anyone caught trying 
to escape and automatically confiscates all their 
prt^i^. Yet these stiff penalties have not pre- 
vented thousands Vietnamese every month from 
outwitting the authorities by oegasuing thetc own 
escapes. 

The currency of freedom is still gold. It takes gold 
to buy a boat, gold to provisioo it and occasionally 
gold to grease the pal^ne of the Communist cadres 
so they will look the otiier way. The cost of freedom 
for most <rf the 85 people aboard Nguyen's boat was 
three ounces of gold each. '*^1 know of many otiier 
people who are planning their escape in the 
way as we did,” be says. 

In the first 10 months this year, say offioabof 
the United Nations High Commissioa for Refugees, 
63,350 T^etnamese boat pec^Ie made it to safety in 
other South-East Asian nations, induding Hong 
Kong, Thailand, Malaysia, the Philippines, 
Indonesia and Singapore. ‘‘The figures could round 
up to 75.000 or 80,000 1^ the end of 1980.” says 
one wonied UNHCR official here. ”lf this type of 
exodus ooDtinues year by year, there has to come a 
stage when the host governments call a halt and say 
“enough Is enou^".” 

Since 1976, when the exodus from Vietnam 
in earnest, 314,000 Vietnamese refugees 
□eariy all of them boat people have been reset- 


tled in Che West after being processed through the 
South-East Asian refugee camps. 

Yet today there are still -anoAer 64,700 waiting 
in the camps for offirial permission to start a new^ 
life in the United States. Canad*, Australia, Britain, 
France, West Germany and a host of other coun- 
tries that have opened their doors to them. Perhaps 
the most horrd^Fing aspect of the Vietnamese 
exodus is the fact that many refugee offidals believe 
tbatuptohalf of those whorisk^ Ifadrlives fleeing 
Vietnam by boat never-made it Each of the more 
than 370J)00 who reached safeQr may have been 
matched by a oompatxiot who nuik to a watery and 
desolate grave on Ae seabed. 

It is unlikely, however, Aat Ae fuU tni A will ever 
be known. Officials base Aeir estimates on randmi 
talks wi A refugees wbospeak of miaang friends 
relatives, and inquiries about miaang Vietnamese 
from Aose alrea^ settled in Ae West

The dQr is overshadowed by Ae dtadel of 
al-Oahir^, which was most probably 
occupied in pr&-lslomic tunes. Its present 
foundations date to Ae llA century during 
Ae floruit of Ae Beni Sula^ and Ae linidiig 
city walls to Ae Beni Rasul. In Ae dqi 
immediately to Ae west of Ae citadel Ae wall 
once fonned a dam vAidi was part of Ae 
intricate water supply for Ae dtf. You can 
see an open water channel leading away from 
it into Ae dty. The two dry riverbeds Aat run 
through Ae old town were once perennial 
streams. These must have been the water 
supply Aat attracted Thraoshah's jAysidans 
to Ae site. Tai^s watersupply is now critical 
and Ae new water and sewerage project 
under construction is having to pipe in water 
from wells several Idlometers away. 

Three white mosques dominate Ae town. 
The largest wi A its long pitQrer hah, crowned 
wi A Aiee'laxge domes and two smidler ones 
in betweeo Aem, is in a style of contemporary 
Mosques m souAem Anatolia, Afghanistan 
and central Asia. This is Ae MuzafEar 'Mos- 
que, more commonly Imowo as Ae Friday 
Mosque. It was built by Ae second Rasulid 
Sultt^ al^Muzaffai Yu^ (1249^1295) and 
was originally an Tdamie sAooL Its exact 
date of construction is not known, but it 
would have been sometime during Muzaf- 
fafs rdgn. It originally bad a minaret at Ae 
souAeast end. Unfortunately Ais coDq»ed a 
week before AeTcvolution in 1962, and its 
space has been filled by a raAer u^y conaete 
covered area. The uxinaret was riroilar to 
Aose of Ae Ashiafiyah. The interioriof Ae 
Prayer HaU is beautifully decorated wiA 
geometric and floral frescoes in muted 
browns, reds, blues, green and ydlow. This is 
Turkish work and is Aought to date to Ae 
first Turkish occupation in Ae 16A century. 
There, is some very delicate carved plaster 
work too, whidi has almost been covered by 
years of replasteiing. 

There is some doubt as to vAo built Ae 
impresrive twin minaieted Ashrafiyah; Aere 
were two Ashrafs, Ae first was the son of 
MurafE&r and ruled from 1 295-7 and Ae sec- 
ond was al- Ashraf Ismail who ruled a century 
later from 1376-1400. The official historian 
Khasraji mentions Aat boA built mosques 
wiA Mamie sdbools, but gives no accurate 
description. There are two definite bmidiiig 
periods to Ae Ashrafiyah. so it is posrible 
Aat Aeir two mosques are one and Ae same.

The interior of Ae Prayer Hall, wiA its large 
central dome and four small ones to eiAer 
ride, has simil ar painted frescoes and carved 
plaster work to Ae Muzaffar. Tlie domed 
pavflions over Ae entonAed bodies around 
Ae interior cour^iard have richly decorated 
fluted domes. The school is still in use and Ae 
toiig narrow barrel vaulted rooms are full of 
happy, noisy chOdren learning all Aeir les- 
sons by ro^ xedting and chanting evei^ 
thing.

t ransmi t Aeir memory a posteri^, Aey have 
friled of Aeir purpose. Thrii names have 
been forgotten, as Ae Mosques have sunk 
into rnin^. He only recalls one impressive 
TtarkiA mosque, which is strange. He met 
wiA so many bureaucratic problems Aat he 
saw Taiz thxwgb jaunAced eyes. 

The whole of Taiz is overiooked by a small 
fort known as Ae Dar al-Nasr (Palace of Ae 
Eagle) perched high up on Jebel Sabir! This is 
a relatively new Elding, pAbably only 50 
years old. The two gates in Aeir present form 
date A a similar period. 

It is evidently impossible A give a com' 
prehenrive ,hisAiy of Ae dty of Thiz, but 
periiiaps Ais provides a little more fact Aan 
Ae average guide book.

Haig, Weinberger 
seen by sources 
as likely picks 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 ( AP) — Alexan- 
der Haig, the general «4io helped Ridiard 
Nbcon through his worst moments in the 
White House, is U.S. Presideat-dect Ronald 
Reagan's first choice for secretary of state, 
sources here report. 

Reagan is turning to former Nixon 
ac^oistration officials Caspar Weinberger 
arid William Casey; New York banlSig 
e:ttcutive Walter Wriston; and attorney Wil- 
li^ French Smidi to fill key cabinet posts, 
according to several sources dose to the 
incoming government. 

Wein^iger is the likely dioice for secret- 
ary fo defense, Casey for Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA) director, Wriston for treasury 
secretary, and Smith for attorney general, 
sources said. 

The sources, who would not ^>eak for 
attribution, cautioned that the makeup of the 
cabinet was not firm. Reagan undecided on 
some positions and his first choices might 
dedine to join the new Republican administ- 
ration. they said. 

But as things stood, according to the opin- 
ion of several sources, Reagan would 
announce his choices by the end df fiiis week 
or early next week, widi the foDowing as his 
most likely first picks: 

State: Haig, S6, the former NATO com- 
mander who was White House chief of staff 
when the Watergate scandal forced Nixon’s 
resignation in 1974, would become the first 
retired general to head the State Department 
since George Marshall, who served in the 
Truman artoinistration from 1947 to 1949. 
A ^kesman for Haig said the ex-geneial 
had not been offered the Job as of Tuesday 
□ighL 

Defense: Weinberger 63, Nixon's former 
bullet director and secretary of health, edu- 
cation and welfare, is almost certain to head 
the department now that Haig, previously a 
strong candidate for the post, appears headed 
for state.

CIA: Casey, 67, an undersecretary <rf state 
and chairman of the securities and exchange 
oommission during the Nixon administration, 
had expressed interest in beb^ defense sec- 
retaiy, but now seems prepared to accept the 
CIA directorship. 

Office of Management and Budget Can- 
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gressman David Storeman, a Republican 
heads the list of candidates. 

Interior Former Senator Clifford Hansen 
was Reagan's dioice for die post, but one 
source said Hansen had taken himself out cf 
the running 48 bouts before the job was to be 
offered him. 

Commerce: Republican national ramp aign . 
chairman Bill Bro^ remains a leading candi- 
date, although he also has e^qiressed interest 
in other economic or foreign poliqr positions. 

Transportation: Drew Lewis, Brocl^s 
deputy and a rail and trucking executive, was 
listed as the leading candidate. 

Labor Ray Donovan, a construction com- 
pany executive vriio headed the Reagan cam- 
paign in New Jersey, has emerged as a serious 
candidate.

NEW DELHI, Dec. 3 (AP) — India’s top 
court has ordered that prisoners who 
allegedly were blinded by police uang oee- 
dltt and add be brought here for medical 
treatment at government expense. 

Ihe supreme court also ordered offidals of 
the northern Indian state to provide it wifii 
details of the arrests and detentions c£ the 
men in the town of Bhagalpur, about 2S0 
kflometers northwest of Ql^tta. 

Government offidals have said 31 men, 
most in their mid-20s, have been blinded 
tihere over the last sever^ mouths, 29 of tiiem 
allegedly by police seeking to curb a rising 
crime rate. tWo other detaipees have said 
they were blinded by rampaging mobs. 
Bhagalpur police have said ail of the men 
were* blinded by angry villagers and 
towns-people. 

KapOa Hingorani, attorney for 17 .of the 
injur^ men, quoted before tiie high oourt 
Tuesday a newspaper artide saying 132 piis* 
oners had been blinded. The statement could 
not indq)endently confirmed. 

flailing tfaeT hiinritnga *'batbaric actf ’ and 
“a crime against the very essence • of man-* 
kind," the supreme court ordered all ot'tbe 
sightless prisoners to be brought to New Delhi 
next we^ for treatment at Ae optiialmolic 
division of the All India Institute of Medical 
Sdences. 

^'Proper treatment would be provided at 
the cost of the Bihar state govermnenu’’ the 
court said. It added that each of tiie blinded 
men would be awarded about $62 to bring 
tfaeir relatives to the oqrital to look after 
them, plus about$37 per month foras loi^ as 
they remained at the center. 


Two of the blinded inmates, Baljit Sngh, 
26, and SaHgram Swuadi, appeared Tuesday 
accompanied by their fatbeis beforesupreme 
court justices PJ^.Hagwat, and E.V. Venk- 
ataiaouah. The justices ordered the two 
injiured men taken directly to the medical 
institute for treatment. 

On Monday, tiie hi gh court di^atdied its 
r^Utrv and another court offidal to

detmnees have charged tiiey were arrested by 
Bhagalpur police on false charges. They 
claimed that during iatenogations at various 
police Stations in the town prison they were 
beaten, then pinned to the floor 1^ several 
officers while anotiier jabbed a needle into 
their eyes, then poured sulfuric add intothe 
bleeding corneas.

WEST BERLIN, Dec. 3 (R) — A West 
German court Tuesday upheld a govemment 
ban on an ultra-rigbt w^ organization Aat 
held hs own war games. The federal adminis- 
trative court rejected an appeal by Kail 
Heinz Hofhnann, leader of Ae “Militaiy 
%> 0 Tts Group Hofifinann," ag^st a ban 
imposed last Jannaxy by Interior Minister 
Geifaait Baum. 

It ruled Aat Hoffinann, 43, a commerdal 
artist, had used Ae group to strive for a Ac- 
tatoiship m West Gmmany, an aim hostile to 
Ae constitution. Hofhnan, uAo has eq>re- 
ssed admiration for Iflder, told Ae court he 


considered democracy in West Germany 
obsolete. He wanted it replaced by a new 
order. 

Hofhnann'and his Bavarian-based group 
wore mflicaiy-style uniforms and held regular 
exercises wzA armored cais and oAer surplus 
military vehicles and weapons.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3 (AP) — U.S. 
Treasury Secretary G. William A^er said 
Tuesday diat interest rates in America are 
likely to stay high until diere isa change in die 
American inflation outlook. Testifying 
before the Senate Finance Subcommittee on 
dd>t management.

MOSCOW, Dec. 3 (R) — The Soviet 
Unioa has ?nnniintv»H modest economic 
taigets for the next five years and disdosed 
that its ofl production, the woild's largest, is 
unHkdy to grow nxudi further in the near 
future. Draft guidelines for the hew five-year 
plan for 1981-85. were published across six 
full pages of the newspapers Tuesday, 
setting out for the first time figures about 
whidi there had been mudi peculation and 
debate in the West 

- Western mterest had focussed in particular 
on Soviet ofl production targets because of 
predictions by tiie U.S. Cential InteOigenoe 
Ageoqr (CIA) that output would peak and 
dedine in the 1980s, turning the Soviet 
Union into a net inqiorter. 

The said there would be a rise in 

pixxhxction of crude cA and gas condensate to 
between 620 gnd 645 mfllion tons in 1SI85, 
with the bulk of coming from West 
Siberia. This would mean at b^ only a mar- 
ginal anniiai jise of aiound one per cent a 
year for the next five years from the current 
production of around 6(X) mfllion tonsa year. 

Western analysts said that in view of recent 
faflures by the Soviet Union to meet its oil 


targets and increasing diffiailiics in the 
remote West Siberian fields, actual output 
over the next five years might well be lower. 

Production for this year was originaily set 
at 640 million tons but the target was later 
y^ioH down to 606 mfllion and Western 
experts here believe actual ou^ut this year 
will reach only 603 mfllion. Ofl is cnidal to 
die Soviet Union's role in the world economy 
bemuse of the size of its annual exports. Last 
year, though no exact figures were publi^^, 
Western analysts said some 155-160 million 
tons of Soviet ofl went for export. 

These oil sales, amounting to neariy one 
quarter of the 1979 output of 586 millioo 
tons, were the iCremlin's biggest single source 
of export earnings and accounted for 34 2 per 
cent of all Soviet exports.

United States has warned the Soviet Union 
against mili tary intervention in Poland but 
Secretary of State Edmund Muskie said he 
believed Moscow was aware of the costs of

New tremors hit 


Italy; buildings 
taken for victims 


NAPLES, Italy, Dec. 3 (AP) — Fresh tre- 
mors jolted quake-devastated southern Italy 
for the fourth straight day Wednesday, and 
the idlitaTy command taised the death toll to 
2.960. up from Tuesday’s count of 2,919. 

At least lune shocks registering up to four 
on the Mercalli scale hit the area, said the 
Vesuvius Seismological Insdtute. There were 
no immediate report of injuries. 

With more bodies being dug up in widely 
scattered areas, the military command 
updated its casuality list, showing 2,960 dead, 

1 .574 missing and 7.4 1 8 injured. Most of the 
missing persons are presumed dead, military 
offidals said. 

In Naples, the Communist mayor moved to 
prevent evictions of hundreds of homeless 
people who occupied empty apartment build- 
ings. "It’s possible to understand the 
beharior of people who moved into empty 
apartments on dieir own initiative when they 
were in a state of extreme need and have 
small children," Mayor Maurizio Yalenzi 
told reporters. 

The Naples city prosecutor threatened to 
send police to expel squatters who took over 
private buildings after the soudiem Italian 
earthquake that left 35.000 homeless in this 
port dt)’. Spcdal emergency powers granted 
10 mayors in quake affected areas give Val- 
enzi the right to sanction the takeovers for at 
least six months. The mayor has used his 
powers to seize eight buildings.induding pan 
of a hotel and a rellgiaus institute. 

More than 15,000 people lived in shacks or 
condemned buildings before the quake, dty 
ofGdals said. The quake made ihoudands of 
houses uninhabitable and forced 35,000 
people out on the streets. 

Hundreds of refugees are sleeping by the 
docks in metal shipping containers used to 
move cargo. Police said they dashed with 
douns of people trying to take food from a 
supermarket in Naples and dispersed a group 
of jobless and demonstrators. 


President-elect Ronald Reagan, said an inva- 
sion wmdd have such a severe impaa“lhat it 
could border on wrecking relations for a long 
time." 

The American warnings coindded with a 
statement by European Economic Commun- 
ity leaders who said in Luxembourg dial 
intervention would have very serious conse- 
quences for the future of international rela- 
tions in Europe and throughout the world. 

PoweD said IVesday ni^t tiliat no country 
should assume that the United States lacked 
the will or ability to re^emd appropriately 
because of the coming change of adrniaistra- 
tions in Washington. The U.S. European 
statements followed Soviet military moves on 
the Soviet-Polish border and the unejqtiaiaed 
dosure of the Polish-East German border. 

Muskie said the moves might be exetdaes, 
an atienqJt tt> pressure Poland or prepara- 
tions for intervention. But he cautioned 
against speculation because ‘‘syicubition 
sometimes becomes a self-fulfilling 
prophecy." 


He believed the Soviet Union wasaware of 
the costs of mtervention."

Muskie said. * 

Some U.S. offidals thought Soviet military 
activity was intended to put pressure on the 
Polish Communist par^s central committee, 
whidi met on Monday and Tuesday. Four 
members, all linked to former Communist 
Party leader Edward Gierek, were dropped 
from the ruU^ polrtburo Tkiesday. Gierek 
himself was oust^ from the central commit- 
tee. 

O^dals said one of the replacements, 
Gen. Miep^slaw Moczar, probably would be 
welcomed by the Soviet Union. Ihe former 
securi^ chief is seen in Washington as an 
advocate of a Hrmer line in dealing widi 
Poland's new trade unions. 

The officials viewed his appenatment as a 
balance to that of Tadeusz Orabski, an 
advocate of economic reform. Ibey believed 
his presence in die poUtburo would be wel- 
comed by the unions. 

The S^et news agency Tass Wednesday 
reported the removals ^ the four party 
memben but made no mentiou of the sacking 
of Gierek from the central committee.

14 Afghans die 


in apartment raid 


PESHAWAR, Pakistan, Dec. 3 (AP) — 
Fourteen Afghan offidals were shot deadlast 
Saturday when two gunmen entered a gov- 
ernment apartment house in Kabul and 
opened fire, a Kabul resident said on his ani- 
val at tiiis town near tiie Afghan border. 

"We saw the bodies carried out to tiie 
street," the Afghan said. 

The source, who declined to be identified, 
said his family heard the shooting wfaUe at a 
relative’s house near^ at 5 pan. They 
watched two men wearing tuibans dimb into 
a jeep rad drive off. 

The incident occurred in K^mfs Khra 
Kfaana section whidi is located on the main 
highway heading nonfa to the Salang Pass.

When she was intenogated last week Jiang 
Omg repeated" I don't know" to all charges 
that persecuted Xiaoping, China's cur- 
rent Btrooginan.
